to 1, which proportions would suggest an amount of getter of between about 0.005 and 0.5 wt. % ,as recited in 
applicant's claims. The examiner further informed Mr. Singer that all other rejections would be withdrawn and that the 
amendment filed 9-9-04 would be entered. .
